Marvel at Trav«Ua K at tae KaU of Sla- 
ty Mile, aa flour. 

It all soundi simple in the recital. 
The wonder of the thing comes into 
view only when one rtflects on the 
speed and nicety with which cum- 
brous parts are made to do theirduty. 
The piston and connecting bar of a 
modern locomotive weigh some 600 
pounds. When the speed is 60 miles 
an hour these parts travel back and 
forth five times a second. Ten times 
ft second, at the end of every stroke, 
the piston head is at rest. It must 
pass from this condition to a velocity 
of 1,800 feet per minute in one-twen- 
tieth of a second. The drive wheels 
measure more than a rod at every rev- 
olution, but when going GO railes an 
hour they must turn more than 300 
times a minute. 

Sixty miles an hour is the merest 
commonplace to the mind of the up- 
to-date railroad man, but it means 
other things besides those described 
that are wonderful to the outsider. It 
nu-ans a steam pressure blow of 80 
tons on each piston bead every tanth 
of a second. It means tiiat up in the 
cab the firvman is throwing into the 
furnace two-thirds of a ton of coal 
every hour.

THE MIND OF THE MOB. 

People Who Risk Their All on One Fo- 
tlle Chance. 

Some one has said that if a gun 
were placed on Sandy Hook with a 
guaranty that one man out of every 
10,000 consenting to be fired from its 
muzzle would survive and at once be- 
come a millionaire, while the other 
0,999 would perish, applications for 
places in the gun would be filled years 
ahead and the gun would be kept hot 
from continuous firing. 

The author of this statement might 
have omitted the guaranty. The only 
assurance needed to collect a mob of 
applicants would be the unsupported 
statement on flaming posters that the 
ten thousandth man would live and 
be a millionaire. Thinking of the 
joys of the millionaireship, the mob 
would not stop to investigate the 
truth or falsity of the statement. It 
would not consider '.he great odds. It 
would merely say: "How nice if I 
should come out alive. How fine if 
I should become a millionaire." 

For a concrete example of this char- 
acteristic of the mob mind one need 
only look at the recent epidemic of 
fake banking scheme! exposed in New 
York city. Notably the pioneer 
among these was a "syndicate," the 
head of which offered to pay 520 per 
cent, interest on deposits. He offered 
no security. Good judgment said 
such interest could not be paid, and 
knew that it would 



the wiser 
bankrupt the nations of the earth. 
Yet that strange trait of mind which 
would send men flocking to be fired 
out of the hypothetical cannon 
brought them to the "syndicate" in 
question. They saw nothing but the 
desirability of the fulfillment of the 
impossible promises. If they stopped 
to ask: "Can he really pay it?" they 
answered their own question: "But 
how fine if he only can! What if he 
could?" 

One saw exhibited the same strange 
phase of mind which sends men to the 
wild-eyed Indian doctor with his long 
hair and his flaming posters which an- 
nounce a mysterious cure-all revealed 
to the long-haired one by "Squaw 
Medicine" nt her death. It was the 
phase of mind which makes men play 
games where the odds are all with the 
house, which impels them to commit 
crime when they know exposure, dis- 
grace and capture will follow. 

Common sense, experience and 
mathematics all unite in saying: 
"Don't do it ; tbe thing is impossible." 
But the mob mind answers back: 
"How fine if it should come out all 
right." Then the step is taken. 

There is only one conclusion. The 
mob mind Inset it? belief not upon 
reason, but upon desire. It desires to 
believe that marvelous results will fol- 
low a certain investment, thatmiracn- 
lous recovery will come from the med- 
icines cf a ej-iark, that escape from 
the consequences of crime is possible; 
and, desiring, it believes; and, believ- 
ing, it sets.— Leonidas Hubbard, Jr., 
in Saturday Evening Post. 

IS YOUR CLOCK RIGHT? 

Some CtsstTatia.L'3 Eujjested by Fre- 
qaeatly Ktpeated Query. 

"One oi the tilings I have learned 
in the course of my experience," said 
the mieidlr-aged man, "is that people 
don't lifer )o Mv'e vou ask: 'Is your 
clock tislitf This i f a question that 



we put to a great many people, aad it 
is more or less annoying to mo6t of 
them. I have seen men resent it with 
a stare, though that would be some- 
thing unusual; but, as a rule, most 
men think well of their clocks, and 
they resent the question more or less 
in their heart if they don't in word or 

"Doesn't every man think his own 
wat ch is a good timekeeper ? He docs. 
It may be a cheap watch that cost ten 
dollars, or five dollars, or one dollar, 
but he thinks it's a good one. All 
cheap watches are better nowadays 
than tbey used to be, but each man 
thinks he's got the still remarkable 
exceptional watch that really is a 
wonder. And the clock owner thinks 
the same of his clock. Whether it'i 
the jewelry store, the bakery or the 
butcher's, they all resent the question: 
'Is your clock right?*

PRINTING WITHOUT INK. 
New Use to Which Electricity Will Soon 
Be Put 

The English trade papers have 
within the past 6ix months devoted 
considerable space to the discussion of 
printing without injc, a subject which 
has considerable interest to all who 
are engaged n making books, whether 
they be papermakers, printers or pub- 
lishers. The basis of this scheme is 
an invention for printing by an elec- 
trical process, the patents covering 
which have been acquired by an Eng- 
lish corporation. 

From what can be gathered from 
the various printed accounts, the 
printing by this method is effected 
without the use erf ink in any form 
by simply bringing the plate in con- 
tact with chemically dampened pa- 
per, linen,* silk, wood or other mate- 
rial, the result being a good, clear im- 
pression, the density of which can be 
varied as desired. Tbe print obtained 
by this process resembles in clearness 
a copperplate or Htho engraving, and 
is obtained in a more simple manner 
than by letter-press printing. The 
ordinary printers' type blocks, forms, 
stereotypes or electrotypes, constitute 
in themselves a suitable printing sur- 
face, and may be used in a similar 
way, merely coming into contact with 
the. damped paper to form the print. 

The chemical additions to the pa- 
per which make it susceptible to the 
electric current are to be added to the 
pulp, and are said to be so cheap as to 
cause no appreciable increase in cost. 
The paper does not depreciate by 
keeping in stock, and can be supplied 
to the printer in the usual form of 
flat reams and in reek. It is the in- 
tention of the patentees to grant li- 
censes on moderate terms to paper- 
makers, so that there will be no neces- 
sity for changing the usual source of 
supply. The saving to those who 
adopt electrical printing will be, pri- 
marily, in the cost of the ink and in 
time and labor. 

It is claimed that alLprinting press- 
es now in use can be adapted, at 
a small cost, for electrical inkless 
printing. The only changes will be 
to leave off the rollers and all movable 
parts of the inking arrangements, fit 
a thin sheet of fine rolled zinc around 
the cylinder as a conductor, connect 
the negative and positive poles from 
the electrical supply of the press, and 
it is ready to print. The 6ame elec- 
tric motor that drives the printing 
press will also supply the current for 
printing. — Publishers' We ekly.

PEAT BOGS IN SWEDEN. 

Await an Inventive Genius Who Will 
Make Them Valuable. 

Mr. H. Steinmetz, engineer in the 
department of agriculture in Sweden, 
recently gave an interesting lecture 
on the manner in which peat is util- 
ized in Austria, where coarse cloth of 
good quality and cheap paper is made 
from peat fiber. He pointed out the 
fact that the peat bogs in Sweden, 
many of them eight to ten yards deep, 
cover an area of about 8,C48,000acres. 
A paper factory employing 100 men 
would consume yearly, he said, a 
peat-bog area of about 15 acres, to 
the depth of 1J or 2 yards. Even 
if the supply from 24 acres could be 
used yearly by such a factory there 
would be enough peat for an industry 
employing 100,000 men for from 
3,000 to 4,000 years. The Swedish 
manufaeturers of papers do not be- 
lieve that paper can be made out of

: make paper, as well as eiurable mate, 
quilts, blankets and surgical band- 
ages. The forests here and else- 
where fare badly from the encroach- 
ments of the pulp and paper indus- 
try, wherefore it would be a source ol 
great economical advantage if this in- 
dustry could use peat instead of wood. 
There have been efforts here to make 
a kind of charcoal out of peat, but 

j without any practical results, because 

\ the method used was too expensive. 
It is certain, however, that a respect- 
able fortune awaits the inventive gen- 

I ius who can find out an economical 
way to utilize the peat bogs in Swedrn 
whether the contents of some ar. 
made into paper, cloth or a substitute 
for coal.

Destroying O ld Bi ilway Stock. 
A simple method of getting rid of 
superfluous obsolete railway rolling 
stock has been adopted at a foundry 
in Michigan where a large number of 
cars were received from- a railway 
company. The only part of the can 
worth saving was the metal, and the 
problem was to separate it from the 
timber at small cost. Two inclines 
were built, and two trains of cars 
were released at the top of the incline 
and allowed to collide at the bottom. 
The wreck was then burned and the 
iron collected. 

A Do 2 Trained by Thieves.

Blind ness of LoveT 
Love is temporarily blind — but 
self-love is incurably so. — Chicago 
Daily News. 
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Here is a chemical experiment any 
boy or girl may try, which is enter- 
taining, inexpensive and without dan- 
ger: 

Take a saturated solution of nitrate 
of potash (saltpeter) and with a quill 
pen or fine brush draw any picture, de- 
sign or words upon a piece of white 
absorbent paper. Tbe lines should 
be well separated and the entire sub- 
ject coarsely drawn in outline. When 
dry the lines will be nearly invisible, 
but if one of them be touched with 
the glowing end of an extinguished 
match a spark of fire will run through 
the paper, following the lines already 
traced, and cutting out the design as 
with an invisible knife. 

This experiment is explained by 
the chemical constitution of the salt- 
peter. The salt contains a large 
amount of oxygen, so loosely com- 
bined that it readily leaves the nitro- 
gen and potash and unites with the 
carbon of the paper when heated to 
the point of ignition. The heat de- 
veloped by the combustion is not suf- 
ficient to ignite the paper, except 
where it has been saturated with tho 
oxygen-giving salt; and so the spark 
of fire, which is really only an indi- 
cation of a violent chemical reaction, 
follows the lines previously traced. If 
an actual flame was brought in con- 
tact with the paper, of courtc the 
whole would be consumed; but the 
heat of the glowing charcoal is just 
sufficient to start the combustion by 
the aid of tbe oxygen in the saltpeter. 
—Golden Days.

tional institutions and upon the so- 
cial life generally. 

We are inclined to think that the 
women's colleges furnish the most ra- 
tional athleticism that is to be seen 
anywhere, and that the men's colleges 
might accept pointers from them. 
Over-strenuonsness is avoided, and 
the ambition of the students is satis- 
fied with well-developed physiques 
and abounding health. They do not 
train up to the heart disease point. 
They do not strive for abnormal re- 
sults. They lay the foundations for 
splendid womanhood, instead of dis- 
counting the future by overtraining. 
In other word?, they are preparing 
for a vigorous life instead df a foot-
